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PROF.  GEORGE  WILLIAMSON  -  FOUNDER  OF  THE  MUSEUM 


THE  WILLIAMSON  MUSEUM  IS  BEING  MOVED  TO  NEW 
QUARTERS  in  Guardia  Hall  and  is  being  reclassified  and  arranged 
for  proper   display   purposes  as  rapidly   as  the  work  can   be   done. 

Beginning  last  summer,   all  the  materials   in   the  museum  were 
transferred  to  the  second  floor  of 
Guardia    Hall     (the    old    science 
building ) ,  placed  in  storage  rooms, 
assorted,  cleaned  and  classified. 


The  entire  southwest  wing  of 
the  second  floor  has  been  reserved 
for  the  display  rooms,  storage, 
and  work  rooms  for  the  collection. 
Partitions  have  been  removed,  the 
walls  freshly  painted,  a  new  tile 
flooring  installed,  additional  light- 
ing has  been  provided,  and  several 
new  cases  obtained  for  the  display 
of  the  multiplicity  of  Indian  relics, 
arrowheads,  plummets,  knives, 
charm  stones,  axes,  baskets,  pot- 
tery, etc.,  that  go  to  make  up  one 
of  the  largest  collections  of  its 
kind  in  the  south. 

The  arrangement  of  the  display 
cases,  the  materials  that  go  in  each, 
and  the  general  work  of  moving 
and  reclassifying  materials  is  be- 
ing done  under  the  supervision  of 
Dr.    George    A.    Stokes    and    Dr. 


James  E.  Sublette.  Students  in  the 
Art  Department  are  contributing 
a  great  deal  by  painting  back- 
ground scenes  for  many  of  the 
displays,  as  well  as  murals  at  cer- 
tain designated  places  on  the  walls. 
While  the  work  is  far  from  com- 
pletion— it  takes  much  time  and 
effort  to  do  the  tedious  work  re- 
quired— Dr.  Stokes  is  hopeful  that 
the  museum,  at  least  a  part  of  it, 
will  be  open  for  visitors  by  this 
summer. 

The  Williamson  Museum  was 
donated  to  the  Northwestern  State 
College  Alumni  Association  by 
Professor  George  Williamson  on 
August  10,  1933.  He  had  previous- 
ly donated  his  collection  of  min- 
erals and  fossils  on  March  31, 
1922.  The  gift  carried  the  provi- 
sion that  the  materials  be  proper- 
Iv  housed  and  displayed. 


As  long  as  the  museum  remain- 
ed in  the  basement  of  the  building 
and  in  the  crowded  rooms  in  which 
it  was  housed,  there  was  little  op- 
portunity to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  the  gift.  Although  every 
effort  was  made  to  find  addition- 
al space  and  better  quarters  for 
the  museum,  it  was  not  until  the 
Biology  Department  moved  into 
their  new  building  that  the  pres- 
ent space  was  available.  The  Alum- 
ni Association  is  deeply  indebted 
to  President  Kyser  and  the  ad- 
ministration for  their  active  in- 
terest and  untiring  efforts  to  se- 
cure the  present  quarters  for  the 
Williamson   Museum. 

A  picture  of  Mr.  Williamson, 
surrounded  by  a  number  of  chil- 
dren in  his  flower  garden,  is  re- 
produced at  the  top  of  this  page, 
so  that  you  may  get  an  insight  into 
the  wonderful  character  and  lov- 
able qualities  of  this  grand  old 
man  who  has  contributed  so  much 
to  Louisiana  and  its  educational 
svstem. 


Campus   Beautification 
In  High  Gear 

Already  known  as  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  campuses  in  the 
country,  the  college  campus  is 
daily  taking  on  added  beauty  as 
the  committee  and  the  workmen 
go  about  the  task  of  completing 
the  plans  laid  out  for  the  beau- 
lilication  of  the  entire  cainjjus. 

Continuing  the  policy  of  build- 
ing parking  areas,  driveways, 
walks  and  roads  about  the  cam- 
pus, the  beautification  committee 
has  added  the  grading  and  slop- 
ing of  inclines  and  terraces  to 
conform  to  natural  surroundings. 

The  area  immediately  atlja- 
cent  to  St.  Denis  Hall,  Natchi- 
toches Hall,  and  Williamson  Hall 
has  been  completely  reworked. 
With  bulldozers  shifting  the  dirt, 
concrete  walks  being  laid,  and 
parking  areas  asphalted  as  a  foun- 
dation job.  winter  grass  is  now 
making  the  area  a  delightful  ex- 
panse of  green,  broken  here  and 
there  by  ribbons  of  concrete  walks 
and  black  asphalt  drives  and  park- 
ing areas. 

Under  construction  at  the  |)res- 
ent  time  is  a  new  walkwav  ap- 
proach to  Caldwell  Hall  that  leads 
to  new  steps  coming  up  the  ter- 
races at  a  point  just  west  of  the 
original  approach.  The  three  ter- 
races have  been  reduced  to  two 
terraces,  having  a  more  gentle 
slope  and  more  symmetrical  con- 
tour. The  walk  has  been  moved 
over  to  form  a  straight  line  en- 
trance from  the  sidewalk  approach 
on  Second  Street.  At  the  top  of  the 
steps,  walks  will  lead  squarely  I  not 
at  an  angle  as  at  present  I  to  the 
entrances  of  both  Caldwell  Hall 
and  Guardia  Hall. 

The  next  project  of  the  beau- 
tification program  will  most  prob- 
ably be  the  planning  of  an  en- 
trance to  the  campus  that  will  do 
justice  to  the  planning  that  is  be- 
ing carried  out  inside  the  cam- 
pus.
